Even after Orlando, pro-gun groups are using the specter of anti-LGBT hate crimes as an argument against gun control.

When Nicki Stallard moved to 
Fresno from San Jose, she brought her 
pistol with her. 

Not that Stallard, an out trans 
woman, was packing because she’s 
worried about trans- or homophobia in 
the Central Valley — “T haven't had an 
issue, in all honesty,” she says — but 
because she can. Stallard is a staunch 
gun-rights advocate and a member 
of the Pink Pistols, a national group 
that advocates that LGBT people arm 
themselves, and she practices what she 
preaches — even now. 

Before Sunday morning, when 
a man named Omar Mateen armed 
with an AR-15 assault rifle entered an 
Orlando, Fla., gay nightclub — one he 
apparently used to frequent — and 
shot 49 people to death, Stallard and 
other LGBT gun rights advocates were 
front-and-center in California’s squab- 
ble over gun control. And even after 
the massacre in Orlando, opponents 
of a ballot initiative that would tighten 
gun control in California are using the 
rainbow flag as cover. 

In the fall, voters will decide ona 
ballot initiative sponsored by Lt. Gov. 
Gavin Newsom that would modestly 
expand gun control in the state. If 
passed, the Safety For All Act would 
require background checks for ammo 
sales, ban felons or people convicted 
of violent misdemeanors from owning 
guns, require lost or stolen guns to be 
reported to police immediately, and 


Can't Buy 
Me Votes 


Last week's election had 


record-breaking spending, but 


big names beat big money.

A funny thing happened on the 


way to the ballot box last week. Un- 
godly, record-breaking sums of money 
were raised to buoy candidates for an 


obscure-yet-influential office — and on 
Election Day, that money promptly got 


its ass kicked. 
Ninety-five percent of people you 


meet will not have heard of the Dem- 
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ban ammunition magazines of 11 or 
more rounds. (Most AR-15 assault ri- 
fles, the weapon used in Orlando, come 
standard with a 30-round magazine.) 

To Stallard, Safety For All would 
be merely “an annoyance” that would 
make ammunition more expensive, 
she told SF Weekly. (Other supporters 
say that the law would be ignored, as 
there is no mechanism to make people 
turn in outlawed, too-large ammo 
magazines.) But she’s still adamantly 
opposed, and is active in the campaign 
to convince voters to defeat it. 

In Facebook ads funded by the Cali- 
fornia Rifle and Pistol Association and 
the National Rifle Association, there’s 
Stallard asking, “How will transgender 
women like me be able to protect our- 
selves?” in the event that Newsom’s 
measure passes. In fact, nearly every- 
body speaking out against gun control 
is doing so with the cover of gay rights. 

The day after the attack, Repub- 
lican strategist and vocal Donald 
Trump supporter Richard Grenell, the 
co-chairman of the anti-gun control 
measure, doubled down. It wasn’t guns 
or homegrown homophobia that led to 
the massacre — it was Islam, he said. 

“We have seen ISIS-inspired Isla- 
mists attack government workers in 
San Bernardino, and an Islamic radical 
kill gays and lesbians in Florida,” he 
wrote. “Ihe LGBT community, women, 
minorities, other high risk groups, and 
all Americans should be allowed to 


ocratic County Central Committee, 
and of the five percent in the know, 
not everybody will be able to tell you

This year, campaign financiers 
poured $1.2 million into the DCCC 
races. Dozens and dozens of people 
ran for a total of 24 seats — 14 on 
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access the protection they need to de- 
fend themselves and their families.” 
Overlooking the fact that Stallard’s 
pistol and her concealed-carry permit 
wouldn't have been any good in Orlan- 
do — even in Florida, you can’t carry 
in a bar — the gay gun supporters 
might have a point. Self-defense is 
important. However, they have 
yet to identify more than a 
single incident in which an 
LGBT person used a gun 
to defuse a homophobic 
attack. 
And that was in 1982. 
(As it is, more than 
half of all hate crimes 
in California victim- 
ize someone because 
of race or ethnicity, 
not sexual identity, 
according to the state 
Attorney General. Yet 
NRA-funded campaigns 
do not seem to be buddy- 
ing up with other organi- 
zations to make a similar 
case about safety for, say, 
Latinos or Asian-Americans.) 
“Tve not heard anyone in 
the LGBT community advocate 
for arming everyone as a solution 
to violence,” says Supervisor Scott 
Wiener, who cut short a trip to Mexico 
to be at the vigil on Sunday in the Cas- 
tro. “The more guns we have, the more 
people will get shot.” 















the east side of the city, and 10 on the 
west. And the winners were not the 
ones with the most money, but the 
most-recognizable names. 

Leading the pack on the west side 
was Angela Alioto, a former Board 
of Supervisors president who has 
been out of politics for more than a 
decade, but who still has one of the 
most identifiable last names in the 
city. Leading the east were super- 
visors Jane Kim and Scott Wiener, 
who were also on ballots as the two 
candidates for state Senate. 

And none of those elected spent 
very much money on their DCCC 
campaigns. In fact, the biggest 
spenders mostly lost big. 

On the west side, business owner 
Marjan Philhour raised $99,000 and 
earned 13,014 votes, good for fif- 
teenth place. On the east, labor at- 


torney Joshua Arce raised $90,000 
and finished in 23rd place. 

Supervisor Mark Farrell was an 
outlier, spending $130,000 mostly 
on anti-Donald Trump Facebook 
ads, but won a seat on the DCCC, in 
no small part because he’s already 
on the Board of Supervisors and in 
the news. 

In all, nearly every seat on the 
DCCC went to a current or for- 
mer elected official whose name 
is already known, rather than 
well-funded lesser-knowns with 
endorsements from big-time elected 
officials. 

“Name ID is one thing money 
can’t fix,” says political consul- 
tant Jim Ross. “$70,000 is a huge 
amount of money for this race, but 
to try to compete with decades of 
name ID, it’s not enough money.” 


Who cares and why does this 
matter? For one, this represents a 
shift in the DCCC, which used to be 
dominated by grassroots activists and 
neighborhood leaders. Not anymore: 
The tone and direction of the Demo- 
cratic Party is now being set by Dem- 
ocratic Party elected officials. 

It also means that the next time 
there’s a DCCC election, expect even 
more money. There are big money 
business concerns, such as conten- 
tious development projects, that go to 
the ballot in San Francisco. 

“The stakes have definitely been 
raised in the DCCC,” Ross says. And 
with no spending cap in DCCC races, 
there’s no limit except the size of a 
checkbook, meaning the next big 
winners will likely be well-known and 
stupendously well-funded. 
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Ci A CASINO MAGNATE IS NOW ENEMY NO. 1 FOR CANNABIS LEGALIZATION. 


The New 
Cannabis 
Bogeyman 


For almost a year, American 
visitors to Las Vegas have been able to go to 
a show, dine at a celebrity chef’s restaurant, 
drink, gamble — and legally buy cannabis. 

Nevada was the first state in the 
nation to offer “reciprocity” to medical 
marijuana users, meaning a physician's 
recommendation from, say, California — 
useless in trying to access medical canna- 
bis in, say, Colorado — is enough to gain 
entry to the cannabis dispensary nearest 
your favorite casino. 

The first dispensary in Las Vegas 
“proper” opened last summer, and the 
first dispensary on Las Vegas Boule- 
vard opened in March. With an adult 
legalization measure on the fall ballot 
in Nevada, it looks as if cannabis could 


soon be added 
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to the list of must-do activities for a 
weekend in America’s Sin City. And with 
an estimated 27 percent of Las Vegas’ 41 
million annual visitors coming from can- 
nabis-friendly Southern California, there 
are millions of potential customers to 
make cannabis a complement to Vegas’s 
gaming and dining industries. (In fact, 
with less than 2.8 million people state- 
wide, there really is no cannabis industry 
in Nevada without toking tourists.) 

Or perhaps better said, a “compet- 
itor.” That would explain the reaction 
Sheldon G. Adelson has had to pot’s 
growing profile in Las Vegas. The 
18th-richest person on earth, according 
to Forbes, Adelson is CEO of the Las Ve- 
gas Sands Corporation, which owns the 
Venetian Resort-Hotel Casino, a ’7,117- 
room city-state that’s the second-largest 
hotel complex in the world, as well as 
other titanic casinos in Macau and Sin- 
gapore. 

Bored with such toys, Adelson re- 
cently purchased Nevada's largest news- 
paper, The Las Vegas Review-Journal. As 
Marijuana.com’s Tom Angell recently 
pointed out, within a few months of 
Adelson becoming the new owner, the 
Review-Journal — which had repeatedly 
endorsed cannabis legalization — sud- 
denly flipped, publishing a June 7 edi- 
torial blasting legalization as a threat to 
Nevada. A head-scratching, reactionary 
throwback, the editorial paraphrased 


Nancy Reagan’s “Just Say No,” claimed 
cannabis has been linked to cancer, and 
even repeated the well-exploded “gate- 
way drug” theory. 

Editors at The Review-Journal denied 
their new boss had anything to do with 
their paper’s flip-flop. Sure. Regardless, 
this is troubling to legalizers in Califor- 
nia. Adelson, one of the biggest donors 
to Republican causes in the country, has 
money to burn, and has proven willing to 
burn it on blocking changes in drug laws. 

In 2014, Adelson doled out more 
than $5.5 million to Drug Free Florida, 
cash that paid for scare ads which helped 
keep support for a medical marijuana 
ballot proposition in that state below 
the necessary 60 percent threshold. This 
year, another Adelson acolyte is vowing 
to raise $10 million to do it again in Flor- 
ida, and it’s no secret who he'll ask for a 
check first. 

Adelson could, if he chose, sin- 
gle-handedly change the game in Califor- 
nia, where the money race is currently 
slanted heavily in favor of legalization. 
Backers of the Adult Use of Marijuana 
Act (AUMA), which would see California 
join Colorado, Washington, Oregon, and 
Alaska in allowing adults 21 and older to 
possess and grow small amounts of can- 
nabis, are out-raising opponents by $2.5 
million to $60,000. 

Currently, the state prison guard and 
police officers’ lobbies and state Team- 


sters are only offering token resistance 
to the millions available from the likes of 
tech billionaire Sean Parker, the Pritzker 
family of Hyatt Hotels fame, and some 
cannabis industry players. 

If Adelson were to jump in the pool, 
the scales would easily be tipped in favor 
of prohibition. 

So far, Adelson has kept his check- 
book in his pocket. According to cam- 
paign finance records, he has yet to 
donate anywhere in California politics 
this campaign election cycle, and he’s 
given only $1,000 to campaign efforts in 
Nevada — none of it to the anti-canna- 
bis effort. 

That will certainly change in Adel- 
son’s home state. With his newspaper 
opposing legalization, it would be shock- 
ing for Adelson to not support the an- 
ti-legalization campaign financially. And 
according to legalization opponents, he 
could be considering disrupting legaliza- 
tion efforts here in California, too. 

“There have been discussions,” says 
Kevin Sabet, the former Obama Admin- 
istration drug policy official who is now 
executive director of anti-legalization 
Project SAM, on whose board sit former 
Congressman Patrick Kennedy (yes, one 
of those Kennedys) and David Frum, 
the neoconservative senior editor of 
The Atlantic. “[But] no one really knows. 
And anyone who says they know is just 
posturing.” 

Project SAM has a political action 
committee, named SAM Action, that’s 
opening up field offices in Los Ange- 
les and Las Vegas with $300,000 
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in initial campaign cash. At least part of 
Project SAM’s funding comes from the 
federal government, via grants distrib- 
uted through a nonprofit called Califor- 
nians For Drug-Free Youth, according to 
public records. Real political capital will 
have to come from somewhere else, and 
Adelson is the most likely source. 

The last time Adelson jumped into 
California politics was in 2005 when he 
donated $100,000 to back ballot props 
to change union’s political influence, 
teacher tenure, and state education 
spending. All three lost. 

Adelson has never publicly explained 
his problem with weed. This year, he is 
supposedly close to launching a super 
PAC in support of Donald Trump, as 
Politico first reported. That’s where the 
stakes are highest, and where most 
of his attention and money will be 
spent. But for a man that rich, adding 
“weed-killer” to his resume would be as 
easy as buying a newspaper. 
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WILL CALIFORNIA BAN THE DEATH 
PENALTY — OR START EMPTYING

t the stroke of 12:01 a.m. on Tuesday, February 20, 2006, 
Michael Morales was scheduled to die. 
After 23 years on California’s death row, following his 

conviction and subsequent death sentence for the 1981 
rape and murder of 17-year-old Terri Winchell, Morales’ stay in San 
Quentin State Prison would end like this: Wearing brand new prison 
denims and an incontinence pad, he would walk into a lime-green room 
with a person-shaped gurney in it. He would climb onto the gurney and 
lie down. After his arms and legs were secured with straps, a needle 
would be stuck into a vein in his arm, where he would receive an injec- 
tion that would shut down his lungs and stop his heart in the name of 
the People of the State of California. 

The U.S. Supreme Court had turned down his appeals, and Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger had turned his back on his pleas for clemen- 
cy. Morales phoned his family, ate his last meal — two pork chops, a 
B.L.T., a chocolate milkshake, and strawberry shortcake for dessert — 
and waited for the time to die.

But two hours before midnight, two 
court-appointed anesthesiologists, 
there to oversee the procedure and en- 
sure Morales did not wake up or suffer 
extreme pain during the fatal dosing 
— two things that a study in the med- 
ical journal The Lancet concluded are 
likely to happen when using the state’s 
three-drug lethal injection “cocktail” — 
suddenly refused to participate. 

California had executed 13 men 
since 1978, when the state reinstitut- 
ed capital punishment (although it 
took until 1992 for the first execution 
to take place, after the condemned’s 
lengthy legal remedies had been ex- 
hausted). Morales would be the 14th 
— and there were more than 750 on 
death row waiting behind him. 

“Everybody’s upset,’ Winchell’s 
brother, at San Quentin to witness 
the execution, told the Chronicle upon 
hearing about the delay. “I guess 
they’re just going to have to pump him 
full of poison one way or the other.” 

The state tried to counter the an- 
esthesiologists’ collective conscience 
with a proposal for a single drug in- 
jection — a massive dose of sodium 
pentothal, something that had never 
been tried before — but a subsequent 
court order said that, instead of prison 
officials, the drug would have to be ad- 
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ministered by a licensed medical pro- 
fessional, in the same room as Morales, 
as opposed to feeding a tube running 
from an adjacent room, and wearing 
“appropriate clothing to protect their 
anonymity.” 

California rejected that proposal, 
and meanwhile, the clock went into the 
next day, negating the death warrant. 

Morales went back to his cell on 
death row, where he remains today. 

In 2010, the prison unveiled a new 
lethal injection chamber, with five 
times the space and two more viewing 
rooms — now smartly separating vic- 
tim’s family, inmate’s family, and the 
press — than the one where Morales 
was supposed to make his exit. The 
state-of-the-art facility cost taxpayers 
$850,000, but so far, it’s never been 
used. 

Whether it stays that way or be- 
comes suddenly very busy in five years 
is up to voters. 


The messenger is conspicuous 
— not because of his message, but be- 
cause of where he delivers it. 

He’s a clean-cut white dude of in- 
discernible middle age wearing a gray 
hoodie, and he’s wielding a clipboard 
like a landing beacon, guiding those

doors of Berkeley Bowl 
toward his petition. He 
advertises it as reform 
of the death penalty, a 
fix for a broken system, 
a way to save taxpayers 
millions of dollars. 

It’s a potent argument, 
as shown by the number 
of scrawled signatures 
he’s collected. If he and 
hundreds like him at 
grocery stores, Starbucks, 
and bus stops around 
the state get enough of 
them, the initiative will 
make it on the upcoming 
November ballot, its fate 
left for California voters 
to decide. 

What’s odd, however, 
>. is that he’s collecting sig- 

. natures here, in this bas- 

tion of liberalism within 

a generalized progressive 
region. If he were down in Riverside 
County, where 44 death penalty con- 
victions have been handed down over 
the past decade, okay. But he’s in Ala- 
meda County, where only seven people 
have been sentenced to die over that 
same period. (Across the bay in San 
Francisco, only two people have been 
sentenced to death in the last 40 years, 
the latter back in 1991.) 

This initiative — known officially 
as the Death Penalty Reform and Sav- 
ings Act of 2016 — will fix the system 
not by ending the death penalty, but 
by allowing the state to execute more 
prisoners more quickly by removing 
legal safeguards. 


While you can trace the origins 
of California's use of capital punishment 
to the posses that roamed the West or to 
the gallows at turn-of-the-century San 
Quentin, the fight over the death penalty 
is really a judicial struggle, so the story 
begins in 1972. 

That April, the California Supreme 
Court ruled that the state’s death 
penalty procedure — at the time, a 
mixture of electrocution, gas inhala- 
tion, and even a few lingering hang- 
ings — was unconstitutional. But a 
few months later, voters erased that 
verdict, passing Proposition 17 with 
67.5 percent of the vote to reverse the 
decision. 

Killing prisoners proved popular 
with the people. 

Since the repeal 44 years ago, 
13 people have been executed by 
the state — the most recent being 
76-year-old Clarence Ray Allen, who 
was given the shot a few months after 
the most prominent, original gangster 
Crip-turned-motivational speaker and 
author, Tookie Williams, was executed 
in December 2005 — while 68 death 
row prisoners have died of natural 
causes. That is, if you are sentenced to 
death, it has become much more likely 
you ll die in prison before ever seeing 
the execution chamber. 

The system had become satire. If 
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the wheels of justice turn slowly, the 
gears of the death penalty rusted solid. 

Fast-forward to summer 2008. 

As the junior senator from Illinois 
galvanized the country around hope 
and change, a bipartisan committee 
in California concluded four years of 
investigating the state’s death penalty 
process. 

The verdict: one giant shitshow. 

“California’s death-penalty system 
is dysfunctional,” the intro of the Cali- 
fornia Commission of the Fair Admin- 
istration of Justice’s report states. The 
largest issue was the decades passing 
between the sentencing to death and 
the actual execution. 

“[T]o keep cases moving at this 
snail’s pace, we spend large amounts of 
taxpayers’ money each year,’ the mem- 
bers wrote, coalescing their frustration 
into a number. “By conservative esti- 
mates, [we spend] well over one hun- 
dred million dollars annually.” 

With those nine figures, the tone 
of the death penalty fight changed. No 
longer was it centered on Hammurabi- 
an concepts of justice, revenge, and an 
ultimate deterrent to protect honest 
citizens from rampant lawlessness. 

It became a more calculating and 
logical debate, based on the question 
of whether the value derived from 
throwing the switch — or, in Califor- 
nia’s case, putting the needle in the 
arm — is worth the exorbitant cost. 

That shift got repeal advocates 
thinking they could finally overturn 
Prop. 17, so they tried. 


Rapper Snoop Dogg visited 
with Tookie Williams shortly 
before Williams's execution in 
December 2005. 
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In 2012, a coalition including L.A’s 
mayor and D.A., the ACLU, the Cali- 
fornia Nurses Association, and Hyatt 
CEO Nicholas Pritzker introduced 
Proposition 34, which would have 
commuted the state’s death sentenc- 
es — at the time, 725 — into lifetime 
prison terms, without the possibility 
of parole.

38 million. 

The argument — repeal the death 
penalty, save California money — had 
legs four years ago. 

But this year, the pro-death penalty 
side is also playing the savings game. 

“If we fix the appeals process, that 
could save tens of millions of dollars,” 
says Mike Ramos, the San Bernardino 
County District Attorney and a lead- 
ing proponent of the Death Penalty 
Reform and Savings Act. (He has also 
announced his intent to run for Cali- 
fornia attorney general in 2018, and if 
successful in speeding up executions, 
could become a conservative stan- 
dard-bearer.) 

The “fix” is in carving away the 
waste in the process, bit by bit. 

One reasonable-sounding argument 
shifts death row prisoners from San 
Quentin back into “regular state pris- 
ons.’ They will no longer be housed 
alone — Scott Peterson, convicted in 
a sensational trial of murdering his 
wife and unborn child, would get a cell 
mate — allowing for fewer correctional 
officers and, thus, cutting costs. 

Another puts prisoners “to work” 
earning money to pay victim restitu- 
tion, doing basic manufacturing gigs 
under surely heavy security, but the 
initiative doesn’t specify beyond saying 
that prisoners who fail to do so will 
result “in the loss of special privileges,” 
things like phone privileges, time to 
mingle outdoors, or control over the 
TV remote. 

The most straightforward cost-cut- 
ting measure is the boldest. It states 
that “[w]ithin five years ... the state 
courts shall complete the state appeal 
and the initial state habeas corpus re- 
view in capital cases.” 

This means that, once the gavel 
drops after a death penalty conviction, 
a timer will start ticking. When it dings 
in five years, that prisoner is out of 
appeals. 

While that might sound sensible, 
experts say it’s probably not constitu- 
tional. 

“To dictate that to the courts takes 
away their constitutional authority,” 


says Elisabeth Semel, founding direc- 
tor of the Berkeley Law Death Penalty 
Clinic. “It’s a violation of the separa- 
tion of powers.” 

Apart from the arcane arguments 
over which branch of government does 
what, there’s also an issue of simple 
math. There are currently roughly 300 
death penalty appeals, each of them es- 
sentially in a holding pattern, waiting 
for an oral argument before a judge. 

Over the last five years, the Califor- 
nia Supreme Court has ruled on about 
24 death penalty cases a year. So, even 
if the court put every other type of 
case on hold, it would take more than 
10 years to get the backlog down to 
zero. This is a non-starter, logistically 
speaking. 

Plus, that length of time — and 
the fact there isn’t a clock ticking down 
on how long the appeal process of the 
initiative can last — is a feature, nota 
bug. Last year, the Ninth Circuit Court 
of Appeals heard a case, Jones v. Davis, 
that argued the dramatic stretch of 
time between ruling and execution vi- 
olates the Eighth Amendment’s “cruel 
and unusual punishment” clause. 

A lower federal court had decided 
that locking a human in stir for de- 
cades, waiting for the legal process to 
exhaust itself before killing him, was 
indeed cruel and unusual and put a 
hold on all California executions. 

The Ninth Circuit disagreed — in its 
ruling, the word “dysfunction” appears 
five times — and revved the machine 
back up. 

“Delay, in large part,” they wrote, “is 
a function of the desire of our courts, 
state and federal, to get it right, to 
explore exhaustively, or at least suffi- 
ciently, any argument that might save 
someone's life.” In other words, these 
cases should be lengthy. 

But let’s close our eyes and picture 
a world where the court abides by this 
(impossible) deadline. It’s time for the 
next hurdle, the “five years or more,” 
on average, that the condemned have 
to wait for (almost always court-ap- 
pointed) lawyers to represent them. 

As Ramos points out, “Can you 
imagine sitting on death row, and you 
don’t even have an attorney for five 


years?” (Spoiler: The 743 people the 
People of the State of California plan 
to kill can.) 

So out of the goodness of their 
hearts, the death penalty reformers 
“solve” this by forcing judges to ap- 
point attorneys immediately upon 
sentencing. 

“This is a magical part of the pro- 
posal,” Semel says. “Where are these 
lawyers going to come from?” 

The initiative furnishes a solution 
for that, too, by expanding the pool of 
attorneys available to argue death pen- 
alty cases, so that legal “[e]xperience 
requirements shall not be limited to 
defense experience.” 

In other words, give us whoever ya 
got. 

“We have some very competent at- 
torneys out there,” Ramos says. “There 
are more than enough component at- 
torneys that can handle these cases.” 

While it seems there are more Cal- 
ifornia lawyers than palm trees, there 
are fewer “competent” lawyers — in 
terms of death penalty law, at least — 
than there are Kardashians. 

“Stripping qualifications runs 
smack into the requirement that you 
have the right to not just a lawyer, but 
a competent lawyer,’ Semel says. 

Know a real estate or personal inju- 
ry lawyer? Now picture them arguing a 
death penalty case and you may begin 
to see the issue with expanding the 
pool. (Not to mention the cost from 
the inevitable appeals that'll come out 
of those botched defenses will only 
throw more cases onto the docket, 
which is not exactly a path to savings.) 

Even if an army of qualified lawyers 
landed on California’s beaches, hanker- 
ing for some sweet death penalty work, 
it still wouldn’t necessarily speed up 
the process, because another piece of 
business that needs resolution is how 
we execute. 

Because, right now, the state has no 
legal way to do it. 


The main reason that Michael 
Morales’ execution was kiboshed in 2006 
was that two court-appointed anesthesi- 
ologists — there to oversee the proce- 
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dure and ensure Morales did not wake up 
or suffer extreme pain during the fatal 
dosing — refused to participate, citing 
ethical reasons. No other medical profes- 
sional would step in, for the same reason. 

With nobody to oversee an execu- 
tion as mandated by the courts, no 
one’s been executed in the state since. 

California’s lethal injection cock- 
tail consisted of sodium thiopental, 

a quick-acting general anesthetic 
known as “truth serum” that knocks 
people out in spy flicks; pancuronium 
bromide, a muscle relaxant that stops 
respiratory muscles; and potassium 
chloride, which stops the heart. 

Everything is supposed to happen 
quickly and relatively painlessly, but 
witnesses have described executions 
as ghastly scenes, full of gagging, 
thrashing, and screams from the dying 
that their bodies are on fire. 

Hence, bids to tweak the cocktail. 
But every proposed change falls under 
the jurisdiction of the federal Admin- 
istrative Procedure Act, which forces 
the proposal to a public hearing where 
anyone can comment. 

But — here’s the catch — if every 
comment logged during the hear- 
ing isn’t responded to, the protocol 
change automatically fails. 

“It’s a tool to block the use of a sin- 
gle-drug protocol,” Ramos says. “The 
last time this came up, there were over 
7,000 comments, from a majority of 
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people who don’t even live in Califor- 
nia, a lot from the ACLU. We missed 
seven responses and that terminated 
the hearing.” 

Part of the initiative will “solve” 
this by allowing “[n]o licensing board, 
department, commission, or accred- 
itation agency” to oversee the execu- 
tions. 

The counter to this idea is the 
fact that between 1982 and 2010, 
the error rate for lethal injections in 
America was 7.1 percent. That is, sev- 
en of 100 lethal injection executions 
went wrong. And they do: Raymond 
Landry’s 1988 execution was preceded 
by a syringe popping out and spraying 
the cocktail at the witnesses. Medics 
in 2009 gave up trying to find suitable 
veins in Romell Broom after two ex- 
cruciating hours, and he remains on 
death row today. Maybe changes to 
these drug protocols should be over- 
seen. 

“Unmasking the process allows us 
to see why injections go wrong,’ Semel 
says. “Which drugs were used, are the 
personnel carrying out the executions 
qualified, are the drugs expired? That 
[kind of] secrecy allows governments 
to hide their mistakes and missteps.” 

But the current proposal’s biggest 
deception may be that, even if it can 
do what it says — which, thanks to 
the courts, and thanks to the legal sys- 
tem, it can’t — it still won’t »> p13 
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save the state money. 

None of the improvements — the 
additional lawyers taking on these 
cases, the bailiffs, and court report- 
ers burning the midnight oil to plow 
through a decade’s worth of appeals 
-— are free. 

“The irony is that it will not save a 
penny, but cost tens, if not hundreds, 
of millions of dollars,” Semel says.“The 
changes cannot be made without the 
infusion of enormous sums of money.” 

“That’s a legitimate argument,” Ra- 
mos admits. “[The costs] may increase 
several millions of dollars at the 
beginning when you hire more attor- 
neys. But you're going to save tens of 
millions of dollars.” 

There's still a dissonance. Combing 
through the initiative’s 16 pages is 
like looking through the first draft of 
an undergraduate paper. The wording 
is vague, unfocused, and feels tossed 
off. Yet money from a coalition of 
district attorneys, law enforcement, 
and victims’ families is being spent to 
gather enough signatures so this rush- 
es onto the ballot. 

Why the race to put California back 
in the death business? 

“When I read how muddled it 
was, how impossible some of its key 
features are, it’s anyone’s guess why 
they’re doing it,” says Paula Mitchell, 
executive director of the Project for 
the Innocent at Loyola Law School. 
“Other than to defeat the repeal mea- 
sure. 


About that repeal measure. It’s 
called the Justice That Works Act of 
2016, and if passed, it, too, would end 
the death penalty in California. 

Once again, the repeal argument 
leaves the heartstrings alone and 
instead tugs on wallets. It solves the 
“dysfunctional” death penalty system 
with two quick fixes: Raise the per- 
centage of prison wages that can be 
garnished toward victim restitution 
from 50 to 60 percent, and commute 
death penalty sentences to life with- 
out parole. And it, too, claims to save 
taxpayers an estimated $150 million 
a year. 

Although Prop. 34, the last at- 
tempt to end the death penalty, was 
defeated in 2012, anti-death penalty 
advocates feel good about their shot 
this year. A recent Field Poll shows 
support for repeal rising from 40 
percent, in September of 2014, to 47 
percent earlier this year. Meanwhile, 
those who want to “speed up the 
execution process” dropped from 52 
percent to 48 percent in the same 
time frame. That shift, along with 
a presidential election bringing in 
more voters, was enough to get the 
repeal coalition Taxpayers for Sen- 
tencing Reform to throw its initia- 
tive into the ring. 

And this points to why Reform 
and Savings is fighting to get on the 
ballot alongside the repealers. 

“It’s a political chess game be- 
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tween two factions,” says Peter 
Keane, dean emeritus at Golden Gate 
University Law School. “What [Re- 
form and Savings] is mainly looking 
for is to get more votes than the an- 
ti-death penalty initiative.” 

Since both appear headed to the 
ballot — each snagged the requisite 
signatures, Justice That Works gath- 
ering 8,000 more — it means that if 
both receive 50 percent “yes” votes, 
then the fight goes mano a mano. 
Whichever gets more votes, wins. 

The trick to winning that strategy 
is changing the argument from the 
death penalty being about emotions to 
one that’s about finances. 

If both sides are offering the con- 
cept of savings — the bold print of 
Reform and Savings promises “tens of 
millions of dollars” while Justice That 
Works says “$150 million annually” — 
and not enough people read the fine 
print, then those persuaded by that 
will vote “yes” on both proposals. 

What the Reform and Savings folks 
need, then, is for a revenge-seeker 
voting bloc to turn out and put them 
slightly over the edge. 

November’s voting booth may also 
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be the scene of the other potential 
strategy, wherein voters pull the cur- 
tain behind them, plow through the 
front of the ballot, and blow a fuse at 
the Proposition section. 

If there are two measures that seem 
to be about the same thing, voters will 
vote “no” on both, better safe than 
SOLTy. 

“It would change the dynamic con- 
siderably if there were two competing 
measures on the ballot,” says Quentin 
Mecke, the former San Francisco po- 
litico now serving as spokesperson for 
Justice That Works. 

In this strategy, the role of Reform 
and Savings is to play defense by 
dragging both proposals down below 
50 percent, keeping everything status 
quo until the next inevitable fight over 
the death penalty in 2020. 

When I ask Ramos if either of 
these is the actual reason for trying 
to get on this year’s ballot, he denies 
it, saying the proposal has been in 
the works since 2012. (Technically, 
Reform and Savings was submitted to 
the Secretary of State one month after 
Justice That Works, a hastiness that 
perhaps accounts for the sloppy copy.) 
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“We won [the battle over Prop. 34 
in 2012] because we told the public 
we re going to fix the death penalty,” 
Ramos says. But the close call also 
gave them a script to use during this 
bout. 

“We're showing the counterargu- 
ment of the finances,” he says. “They 
can argue one side, and we can argue 
the other.” 

But the actual fight’s about more 
than dollars and cents, and everyone 
knows it. At the end of our conver- 
sation, Ramos swerves into what he 
feels it’s really about. 

“All [repeal advocates] can talk 
about is finances,” he concludes. “I 
would say, how can you put a price tag 
on a little baby girl or boy, on kidnap 
victims brutally murdered. Or a police 
officer killed in the line of duty. You 
can't put a dollar figure on that. You 
cannot.” 

Which takes us back to Berkeley 
Bowl, where the signature-hunter is 
doing a good job at filling that clip- 
board. 

Snazzy headlines about “reform” 
sell; who doesn’t want things to get 
better? So does the word “savings,” 
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especially now that Californians have 
heard for the past eight years about 
how the death penalty system is hem- 
orrhaging more money than a Power- 
ball winner. 

He’s getting his signatures, despite 
the proposal being unable to accom- 
plish either goal it claims to, despite 
the viewpoints of the signee proba- 
bly not being ideologically aligned. 
Because of the linguistic subterfuge, 
the proposal will make its way onto 
the November ballot, its worth to be 
judged by the general California elec- 
torate who are almost evenly split on 
what to do with the death penalty. 

According to that Field Poll from 
earlier this year, 48 percent of Califor- 
nians want to speed up the death pen- 
alty, and 47 percent want to abolish it. 

Voters have already decided that 
the death penalty is broken, but will 
the fix come by ending it or by pushing 
the process into hyperspeed? 

As the moral question is weighed, 
the gurney in San Quentin’s unused 
death chamber collects dust. And the 
line of those waiting to get strapped 
on — 743 and counting — continues 
to grow.

NOTHING NEW IN 
NEW FRANCE 


Intimate family secrets, in 
the making and revealing, 
are what compel action in 
both The Shipping News and 
Brokeback Mountain, the two 
best-known works by Pulit- 
zer Prize-winning au- 

thor Annie Proulx. But it is 
the wild open landscapes 
that utterly capture both 
character and reader — first, 
through the seafaring world 
of Newfoundland; then, the 
rugged grazing country of 
Wyoming. Proulx’s latest 


novel, the madly ambitious Barkskins, is similarly rooted in frontier lands — in 
this case, the unadulterated forests of 17th-century New France. Spanning 300 
years, the book follows two family trees spawned by two indentured ser- 

vants — one which becomes entwined with native people, the other which 
quickly becomes a new-world magnate — both of which are indivisible from the 
insistent destruction of trees. Proulx’s talent and obvious pleasure in deep re- 
search have never been more evident, as she artfully folds forgotten habits, tra- 
ditions, mythologies, fashions, innovations, and language into her tale. What we 
miss in this sprawling timeline is the carefully drawn individual portrait. What 
we get instead is a portrait of “progress,” and the dark secrets we collectively 


share.

Between 1975 and 1979, the “social engineering policies” of Pol Pot led to the 
extermination of nearly 25 percent of Cambodia’s people. Those who escaped to 
Thailand were held in refugee camps — ferment for violence, rape, starvation, 
suicidal depression, and brutal political clashes — into which Sokeo Ros was 
born. In his biographical show, From Refugee Camp to Project, facts about the 
killing fields and Ros’ own family are filled in through documentary footage cre- 
ated when Ros returned to Cambodia to see his parents for the first time in three 
decades. Having come to the U.S. as a child in 1983, Ros grew up in an American 
ghetto. At 15, a looming life of gang violence and extreme poverty was sup- 
planted by fierce creative drive and a love of hip-hop. By 2004, Ros had formed 
his own dance troupe and, in 2013, supported by Everett, the prestigious multi- 
cultural company and school where he now teaches, he began the tender excava- 
tion of family history. The result — a combination of the classical formality of 
Cambodian dance and the magnetic ingenuity of hip-hop — is an artistic triumph 


and timely dispatch.

Inside the 
Painter's Studio 


Recreating the workspaces of 
famous dead artists requires 
detective work as well as 
imagination.

When British-born painter 
Damian Elwes was in Keith Haring’s for- 
mer New York studio earlier this year, he 
began snooping for clues. In the 26 years 
since Haring died, countless photos of 
the workspace, now part of the Keith 
Haring Foundation, have been pub- 
lished. But Elwes appears to be the only 
one who noticed one of Haring’s last 
habits: placing a newly painted work 
against the studio’s walls, so that it im- 
printed the work’s mirror image. 

Before Elwes’ visit, these wall 
marks were attributed to oils seeping 
from the back of Haring’s canvas as he 
painted. They were considered a kind

of graffiti. 

Elwes believes Haring deliberately 
made mirrored duplicates because 
he was dying of AIDS and wanted to 
leave an intimate part of himself in the 
studio — a recreation of which is now 
at San Francisco’s Modernism gallery, 
part of an ongoing “Artist Studios” 
series. 

“When he’d put on, say, a red line all 
over the painting, he’d turn it around 
and press the wet side against the 
wall,” Elwes says via telephone. “That’s 
my theory. I said that to the founda- 
tion. They said, ‘No, we don't think 
so. We think that the paint just bled 
through the canvases.’ And I said, “That 
can’t be because they’re mirror images. 
And the canvases he made were on 
three-inch stretcher bars, which are 
very thick, and there’s no way they’d 
go through the space.” 

“As painters,” Elwes adds, “we sell 
all our paintings when we’re successful, 
and we miss them. They’re gone. But 
here, he also knew he was going to die, 
and he was leaving his spirit in this 
studio.” 

“Investigative painting” is one way 
to describe Elwes’ recreations of major 
artists’ studios. Each work in “Artist 


Studios: From Picasso to Jeff Koons” 
recreates the style of the artist Elwes 
is profiling. This entails deep research, 
interviewing people who knew the art- 
ists, and personal visits to the studios 
— though many are no longer actual 
places of art-making. Therein lies the 
detective work. 

When Elwes visited the French 
town of Collioure, where Henri Ma- 
tisse had a studio apartment that 
overlooked the Mediterranean, and 
where he painted the 1905 work 
Open Window, Collioure, Elwes asked 
townspeople where the artist had his 
studio. They all pointed toward the 
same spot in the town’s tourist center, 
by the port, where Matisse rented a 
house starting in 1907. Every tourist is 
pushed there, in fact, but Elwes hada 
photo that suggested a much different 
location for the 1905 studio — and 
he began knocking on doors until he 
found what appeared to be the exact 
place, which is now an office. 

After Elwes talked his way in, and 
showed an owner the evidence that 
her flat was, indeed, Matisse’s former 
workplace — from where Open Win- 
dow, Collioure had helped give birth 
to the art movement called Fauvism 
— she was stunned. And a little cha- 
grined. 

“The whole town of Collioure had 
no idea that was Matisse’s studio,” 
Elwes says. “I said to the owner, “You 
should put this back to the way it was 
and open this as a Matisse museum.’ 
And I told her that I’d noticed, as I was 
coming in, a Matisse poster right by 
the door, of a Matisse painting. And 
she said, ‘Oh, I forgot to tell you: I’m 
on the board of the Collioure Museum, 
and we have a Matisse painting coming 
next week from Paris. We’re so excited.’ 
I said, ‘Can we get a look at the poster?’ 
And we went and looked at it, and it 
was a poster of the painting, Open 
Window, Collioure, right below the win- 
dow where he painted it. She said, ‘’m 
so embarrassed. I'd been mailing invi- 
tations for a week, and I didn’t realize 
that’s my window. ” 


Elwes has had a lifetime of good 
connections. He had the advantage, 
for example, of being friends with the 
son of Cy Twombly, whom he called 
to identify details of Twombly’s last 
studio in Gaeta, Italy. In 1983, when 
he was living in New York and working 
as an assistant on a Sidney Lumet film, 
he met Haring on the street and estab- 
lished a friendship that inspired Elwes 
to consider painting as a vocation. 
Elwes’ father and grandfather were es- 
tablished painters, but Elwes rejected 
their urging that he join the painting 
ranks. 

“T didn’t want my life to be pre-or- 
dained,” Elwes says. “One day I was 
having to keep crowd control at the 
subway at Penn Station, and when | 
let the crowd out one time, there was 
Keith Haring drawing on a poster. We 
struck up a conversation and talked all 
afternoon. I said, “Your job looks a lot 
more fun than mine. And he said, ‘Pick 
up some chalk and join me — help 
me finish this one off.’ I said, ‘Because 
I’m English, I’m not going to do that 
because your painting is great.’ And he 
said, ‘Well, Damian, I can tell you're 
going to be a painter. Just go buy some 
spray paint and find an empty wall in 
New York and just spray on it. It comes 
out so fast, it doesn’t matter whether 
you know how to paint.’ ” 

A couple of weeks later, Elwes took 
Haring’s advice and spray-painted a 
building that was going to be bulldozed 
in a year. He was soon discovered by a 
prominent London art dealer, Robert 
Fraser, who represented Haring and 
had come to New York looking for new 
clients. Elwes’ career was launched. 
And 30 years later, he returned the 
favor, drawing Haring’s studio like no 
one has done before. 


Under the right hands, amalgam- 
ated pieces of newspapers, magazines, 
posters, and other ephemera produce vi- 
sual art that’s much, much greater than 
the sum of its occasionally tiny parts. 
“The principle of collage,” the novel- 
ist Donald Barthelme once said in the 


1970s, “is one of the central principles 
of art in this century.” 

And so it remains in the 21st, with 
a new generation of established art- 
ists using the medium to great effect. 
In Gary Simmons’ new exhibit, he’s 
turned Anthony Meier Fine Arts into a 
temple of truncated posters. 

The entire gallery is wallpapered 
with colorful versions of street fly- 
ers advertising long-gone punk rock 
shows, reggae concerts, and music-re- 
lated events, like a fundraiser for 
Jello Biafra’s 1979 long-shot mayoral 
campaign. The Dead Kennedys singer 
would have been the city’s first surre- 
alist, leftwing rocker mayor. Instead, 
almost 40 years later, his visage has 
wound up next to that of soul singer 
Mary Love, reggae singers Sly and Rob- 
bie, and even Fred Flintstone. 

The posters are manipulated ver- 
sions of original plasterings that ap- 
peared decades ago, when “analog” was 
still a vital mode of advertising shows. 
By tweaking them into an endless 
stream of large bits and pieces, where 
words are deliberately faded and cut 
off, Simmons creates elliptical artwork 
that plays with people’s perceptions. 

Simmons isn’t being completely 
nostalgic with his wallpapering. The 
reggae groups relate to Simmons’ West 
Indian heritage, and reggae greatly 
influenced punk music, so binding the 
flyers together links them physically. 
Where does one flyer begin and anoth- 
er end? That’s for art-goers to figure 
out. As Simmons says, “Almost all of 
my work deals with memory and re- 
construction of the past.”

Where We All 
Come From 


Clarion Alley (near 17th and 
Mission) 


Like all the characters in Danielle 
O’Malley’s Clarion Alley artwork, this one 
is whimsical — a rendering from O’Malley’s 
imagination that is Dr. Seussian in its ability 
to anthropomorphize a familiar thing. But 
Theodor Geisel never drewa vagina in The 
Cat in the Hat. 

O’Malley’s vaginal goddess has a smil- 
ing face that, she believes, both exalts the 
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female body part and disassociates it from 

two extreme cultural phenomena: Sexual 

exploitation, and (notwithstanding Eve 

Ensler’s The Vagina Monologues) the pres- 

sures that tell women to be embarrassed 

by their sexual and reproductive organ. 
“Typically, women’s sexuality is 

portrayed as victimized and sexual- 

ized, but you never have something 

that gives it power,’ says O’Malley, 27, 

a Detroit native who now lives in Oak- 

land. Her goddess, she says, “is an ob- 

ject that doesn’t have a clinical narra- 

tive behind it — it’s just like a cartoon 

vagina. I tried to create something that 

exists on its own, and the gaze of it is 

looking directly at the person looking 

at it, and people often find it humor- 

ous — so it’s a little easier to digest.” 
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The work is also “a political piece,” 
O’Malley adds. “T think our view of wom- 
en's bodies have a lot to do with how we 
treat other things and other aspects of 
society — like our connection to nature. 





Even the way the government behaves can 
be like this patriarchal father figure, with 
its forms of punishment — like the prison 
culture. If we valued these things that we 
used to value, what would change?” 

O’Malley put up “Where We All 
Come From” in the fall of 2015, 
and the artwork’s other characters 
include dual-headed trees and 
long-legged, rabbit-like and pine- 
apple-like creatures. O’Malley, 
who draws inspiration from the 
work of Margaret Kilgallen, the 
great Mission District artist who 
died tragically in 2001 at age 33, 
envisions putting her goddess in 
a published book. For now, her 
characters reside on the backside 
of a building in San Francisco's 


best-known alley of murals, near where 
Kilgallen also erected her art. Several 
times recently, O’ Malley has had to 
retouch parts of “Where We All Come 
From,” during which she’s heard peo- 
ple talking about her work. 

“T constantly have to fix the mural 
because people tag it all the time,” 
says O’Malley, “and I hear people’s 
feedback as they’re walking through 
the alley, and maybe they don’t 
know it’s my piece and they think 
I’m an observer, and they recite the 
title out loud, and they chuckle at 
it. It is a simple message of where we 
all come from. Everything comes 
from this feminine spirit of birth. 

It’s trying to change the way we view 


things.” JC

Making Many 
Murderers

Making A Murderer should 
terrify you. 

The story of Steven Avery — sent to 
prison for 18 years for a rape he didn’t 
commit, following an investigation so 
shoddy you'd be forgiven for think- 
ing sheriff’s deputies in Manitowoc 
County, Wis. railroaded him; then ex- 
onerated and released thanks to DNA 
evidence, before he was again arrested, 
convicted, and sent to prison two 
years later, this time for life, following 
an even more questionable murder 
investigation — is illuminating and 
outrageous, and helps explain why the 
10-part documentary about his trials 
became a sensation. 

But scarier still than a criminal 
justice system with investigators who, 
without lawyers present, can coerce a 
mentally infirm 15-year-old boy into 
a false confession — as sheriff’s in- 
vestigators from the same Manitowoc 
County did with Avery’s cousin, Bren- 
dan Dassey — is how many more Steve 
Averys are in the world, and how close 
the story came to not being told at all. 

Through Making A Murderer's 10 
parts, rapt binge-watching viewers saw 
“three or four hours” of Avery’s 2007 
trial for the murder of Teresa Halbach, 
a photographer who disappeared after 
visiting the Avery family’s salvage yard 
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— more time spent watching what 
actually goes on in a courtroom than 
most Americans will ever spend. 

The documentary exploded the 
myth that “a presumption of innocence 
really applies” to criminal defendants, 
says Jerry Buting, one of Avery’s two 
defense lawyers, but also illustrates 
how little scrutiny is actually given to 
justice in America. 

In Wisconsin, all court proceedings 
are recorded. Citizens can watch trials 
and oral arguments from their home 
computers — meaning filmmakers 
Laura Ricciardi and Moira Demos had 
access to that vital content. 

Had Avery been tried in California, 
where cameras are allowed in court- 
rooms only if the judge approves — 
and where any subsequent recordings 
are not a public record — and had the 
excruciating, hours-long interrogation 
of Brendan Dassey not been recorded 
by deputies, “nobody would ever have 
seen this documentary,’ Buting says. 

“People do need to know what goes 
on in the courtroom — that is proba- 
bly the biggest single lesson from the 
documentary,’ says Buting, who with 
Dean Strang, Avery’s other defense 
attorney — unlikely international 
superstars following their ultimately 
unsuccessful advocacy for Avery in the 
courtroom — visit San Francisco on 
Saturday as part of an international 
criminal justice talking tour. 

Since the documentary debuted 
last December, both Buting and Strang 
have had their law offices inundated 
with calls from other defendants who 


say they have a story like Avery’s: ques- 


tionable evidence, inadequate defense. 
“There are cases like this every- 

where in the country,’ Buting says. 

“People just don’t follow it because 


there aren’t cameras in the courtroom.” 


Proof positive that what happened 
to Avery and Dassey happens all over 
the country is found in the agonizing 
process through which Dassey confess- 
es to the crime — a confession eked 
out by his own defense team. 


Following heavy coaching from 
deputies and his defense investigator WEEKLY 
— who appeared to be on the same 
team — Dassey’s confession came on 
a pre-printed form that had only two 
options for an accused to choose from: 
“I’m sorry for what I did,” and “I'm not 
SOrry. 

“When I saw that pre-printed form, 
I said, “That’s been used before. How 
many others had been subjected to 
those techniques? We'll never know,” 
Buting tells SF Weekly from his office 
in Wisconsin. “That’s something that 
really disturbs people.” 

Making A Murderer has another 
harsh lesson. The Avery family are the 
salt of the earth in Manitowoc Coun- 
ty, where local society looks down on 
them as barely-civilized rednecks. It’s 
no secret the criminal justice system 
feasts on low-income, lower-class peo- 
ple — even in San Francisco, our jails 
have plenty of homeless people — but 
the Averys have one advantage. They’re 
white. 

“One question we often get asked is, 
‘Do we think this documentary would 
have had the same effect if Steven 
Avery was black?’ And, sadly, no — I 
don’t think it would,” Buting says. “Too 
many people would just write that off 
[with], ‘Oh, we’ve been hearing about 
that for years.’ They could say, ‘Oh, that 
doesn’t apply to me.’ Therefore, they 
don’t get as offended by it, sadly.” 

The documentary is also exploding 
myths around the world, where the 
American criminal justice system is 
looked to as a model of how to do 
things right. 

“It’s shocking for people elsewhere 
to see that there are deep-seated flaws 
in the system that everyone previously 
seemed to admire,” he says. “That’s 
been eye-opening for everyone.” 

The biggest flaw is the most ob- 
vious. America has more people in 
prison than any other nation per 
capita. That’s well known, but what 
that means is that much more money 
is spent on keeping people locked up 
than on deciding whether or not they 
should be locked up. 

“There are a lot of inadequate de- 
fense attorneys out there who are still 
practicing, because for the better ones, 
there isn’t enough money to make it 
worthwhile,” Buting says. “And quite 
frankly, the prosecution is underfund- 
ed, too.

From navigating 
your neighbor-crush to overcoming your 
crippling fear of toaster pastries, it’s all 
fair game when it comes to your psychic 
life. Each week our resident shrink will 
take up your questions about loving, liv- 
ing and working in the Bay Area and be- 
yond. 

The following comes to us from a 
person who describes 
herself as a “mid-20s, 
woman of color.” 


Ijust quit my job 
at a high-profile tech 
company. I reported 
sexual harassment from a 
(male) coworker, then my 
(female) boss retaliated 
against me and told me 
it was my fault for “being Ak 
too nice.” 

I made the decision 
to quit that toxic envi- 
ronment. But how do I get over the deep 
resentment and bitterness I have about how 
I was treated? Aside from my boss and that 
coworker, this was a great company: great 
benefits, good pay, and potential for a good 
career path. Iam so angry about that loss, 
and I am trying hard to convince myself that 
it's not ME who was not good enough to 
make it there. I can’t seem to move on, and 
fantasize about “revenge” against my awful 
narcissistic boss. I want to move on, but I'm 
stuck in bitterness. 

- Too Nice 


Hey “Too Nice,” 

First things first: fuck yeah for quit- 
ting. Any professional situation where 
your kindness is on trial in a sexual-ha- 
rassment situation is not the place for 
you. Run swiftly, like the wind. 

You say that you are reeling from 
resentment and you want to get over it. 
Gotta tell you, TN, we therapists are not 
big advocates of Getting Over Things. 
Rather than shoving them aside, I'd en- 
courage you to revel in those fantasies of 
vengeance. 

The human capacity to fall deeply into 
our anger has led to such glorious works 
of art as The Iliad, The Count of Monte 
Cristo and Office Space. Your unconscious 
mind has a message for you and it sounds 
like it’s communicating in the form of 
vengeance. Pay close attention to the way 
these stories play out as there is likely an 
important lesson in there for you. 

This brings us to Part Two. You are 
wondering if you weren't cutting it at 
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the job even before your co-worker got 
handsy. Some part of you likely worries 
that this very issue of being “too nice” 
—a euphemism for the failure to set 
clear boundaries or asserting one’s needs 
— was inhibiting your job performance 
pre-harassment. 

Let me be clear: Unwelcome sexual 
advances at work are never okay. A part 
of you knows this. But given your compli- 
cated unconscious mind, reality gets all 
mixed up with your inner critic, the voic- 
es of parental figures and messages from 
society at large. You — a young woman of 
color — got a great job in tech and then 
you blew it all. Or so says The Voice. 

“Had you only been more clear,” it 
says. “Had you only worked harder. Had 
you only recognized the signs and played 
it differently — kept your mouth shut, 
been less hot, worked harder to be a good 
‘cultural fit? — none of this would’ve hap- 
pened. Even your female 
boss said you were in the 
wrong.” 

Look, in truth, the 
offending guy is just a 
guy — likely struggling 
with his own bullshit. 
Your ex-boss? She, too, 
is navigating a confusing 
and powerless workplace 
situation (I mean, clearly! 
“You're too nice?!” Good 
call, Nancy McFail-As- 
A-Boss). 

Now, you've got to 
do you. Given that you've worked your 
way into tech as a person of color and 
a woman, you're basically a magical 
unicorn. You've bucked every trend and, 
somehow, managed to claw your way into 
an industry that has done its darndest to 
keep you out. When you've worked this 
hard to get here, only to have some dude 
casually toss out One. More. Goddamned. 
Barrier. Well, resentment and bitterness 
are appropriate responses. 

Hold it. Let it fuel you. If these feel- 
ings really are keeping you down, find a 
good therapist. She can help you figure 
out how to understand what these feel- 
ings are trying to say and help you use 
them to excel professionally. You have 
done amazing things in just a few short 
years. Your story is just beginning, and it 
will be a grand one. Of this, I’ve no doubt.

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THE ANTI-PORN BALLOT PROP 


The 
Dangerous Doxxing 
Trojan Horse 


Wearing a condom every time 
you have sex is “easier said than done,’ re- 
tired porn performer Sofia Delgado told 
Fox News as she rubbed her pregnant 
belly while standing inside the California 
State Capitol last Wednesday. 

Delgado is HIV-positive. After 
working in the adult-film industry for 
just three months, she is now a paid ad- 
vocate for the AIDS Healthcare Foun- 
dation — the L.A. nonprofit that has 
been described as “dubious,” “litigious,” 
and even “a bully” by legislators and 
the press — in a never-ending attack 
on pornography and the people who 
make it. 

Delgado can’t say for sure how she 
contracted the virus, but she is keen 
to blame her brief career as an adult 
actress. 

Those who are living 
with HIV shouldn't be 
shamed, shunned, or 
ridiculed, but they 
also shouldn’t be 
used as pawns in 
attacks on an al- 
ready marginal- 
ized workforce. 

AHP’s cru- 
sade against the 
adult industry 
has been raging for 
almost seven years, 
more than a year lon- 
ger than I have been per- 
forming in porn. They have 
pushed different ballot measures 
and multiple bills in the Assembly, and 
have filed a slew of complaints with the 
state Board of Occupational Health and 
Safety, all with the intent of mandating 
condoms and other protective gear 
— including goggles and dental dams 
— in California-made porn. Now AHF’s 
latest effort, the Safer Sex in the Adult 
Film Industry Act, will be decided on by 
voters in November. 

Last week, more than 30 active 
adult industry professionals traveled to 
Sacramento to speak before the State 
Legislature about the act. Active adult 
performers raised concerns about pri- 
vacy and the risk of harassment from 
stalkers and bigots, while AHF insisted 
that argument was nothing more than 
a “scare tactic” by “fanatics.” 

My heart truly goes out to Delgado, 
but it’s unfair how the organization she 
works with would like to turn the adult 
industry into a scapegoat. 

To date, porn has successfully 
self-regulated workplace safety. A com- 
bination of regular testing, barriers, 
and Pre-Exposure Prophylaxis (PrEP) 
drugs like Truvada — the powerful 
medication used to both prevent HIV 
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transmissions and reduce viral loads 

in HIV-positive people, which AHF 
Executive Director Michael Weinstein 
has referred to as a “party drug” — 
has, in the last decade, led to zero HIV 
transmissions on sets that comply with 
the Performer Availability Screening 
Services (PASS) system, a creation of 
the Free Speech Coalition. 

But safer sex isn’t really the issue 
with this “Safer Sex” ballot initiative. 

If passed, the ballot initiative 
would incentivize harassment of adult 
industry workers. It would allow any 
private citizen to sue an adult worker 
for not using a condom in a film or 
live show, and reap 25 percent of any 
settlement — a convenient fundraising 
tool for Weinstein’s litigious organi- 
zation that could financially devastate 
hundreds of small business owners the 
adult industry supports, many of them 
LGBTQ-identified. 

“Tm a transgender woman of color, 

and I’ve found solace in 
the adult industry,” 
multiple-award-win- 
ning performer and 
producer Venus 
Lux told legislators 
during her allotted 
one minute of pub- 
lic comment on 
Wednesday. “This 
industry has saved 
me from home- 
lessness.” 
LGBTQ per- 
formers are par- 
ticularly concerned 
about language in the 
measure’s lawsuit com- 
ponent that would take 
each lawsuit directly into the 
discovery stage, where legal names 
and home addresses become part of 
the official legal proceedings, and make 
such information available to anyone 
savvy enough to file a public records 
request. 

Voters and legislators may not real- 
ize how terrifying a prospect this is for 
transgender sex workers, who already 
face disproportionately high rates of 
violence and murder. 

“This initiative would enable these 
bigots who hate us for what we do 
as adult industry workers, but also 
for who we are,” said Stefani Special, 
another transgender performer who 
spoke at the hearing. 

California must not create a law 
that would aid and incentivize those 
who wish adult workers and other mi- 
norities harm. One of the largest HIV 
prevention organizations in the world 
is spending millions to do just that. It 
is unconscionable and shows how out- 
of-touch and careless the proponents 
of this initiative are when it comes to 
the health and safety of sex workers. 
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The Fits 


Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 

Anna Rose Holmer’s The Fits is the best 
portrait of female teenage alienation 
since Eliza Hittman’s It Felt Like Love. 
Toni (Royalty Hightower) is an intro- 
verted 11-year-old girl living in the bleak 
West End of Cincinnati whose social life 
doesn’t extend much beyond training as 
a boxer with her brother Jermaine 
(Da’Sean Minor) at the local rec center. 
She’s good at it, but Toni finds her atten- 
tion wandering as she becomes intrigued 
with the Lionesses, the resident dance 
troupe. Soon after she joins the Lion- 
esses and begins ingratiating herself 
with the other girls — particularly the vi- 
vacious Beezy (Alexis Neblett) — a 
strange affliction begins to affect the 
squad one at a time: convulsions and 
fainting spells which are soon referred to 
as “The Fits.” Though a theory that the 
malady is the result of contaminated 
drinking water has particular resonance 
in light of the Flint water crisis, the 
movie never explains its core mystery, 
nor does it need to. It would be like offer- 
ing an intellectual explanation for why 
adolescence is so difficult, or why it can 
be so hard to ever truly feel at home. 
What really matters is Royalty Hightow- 
er’s mesmerizing and largely non-verbal 
performance, which fits The Fits like (to 
use a metaphor far too obvious for this 
film) a boxing glove. Sherilyn Connelly 


Gurukulam 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Sundance Kabuki Cinemas. 
Neil Dalal and Jillian Elizabeth’s docu- 
mentary Gurukulam is a largely arc-free 
look at life in the Arsha Vidya Guruku- 
lam in scenic Tamil Nadu, India. Stu- 
dents of all stripes travel there from 
around the globe to study the Hindu 
school of philosophy known as Advaita 
Vedanta from Swami Dayananda Saras- 
wati for three months, though some stay 
for considerably longer. The film is less 
about the hardcore spiritual stuff than 
the nuts and bolts of daily life — much 
of it is just people getting from one place 
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to another — and some talking heads 
about what brought them there, or how 
the outside world reacts to their life 
choices. (A young man from England 
diplomatically refers to a visit with his 
disapproving parents as not being “as 
straightforward as I thought it would 
be.”) Though Swami Dayananda’s lec- 
tures and guided meditations get a fair 
amount of screen time and are ulti- 
mately more compelling than the quotid- 
ian slice-of-life elements, Gurukulam 
lacks the hagiographic treatment found 
in thematically similar documentaries 
such as Awake: The Life of Yogananda. 
There’s also something refreshing in 
Swami Dayananda’s description of the 
god-like figure of Isvara as a mother, 
rather than the father metaphor of more 
patriarchal religions, and it begins to 
make sense that people would come for 
months and stay for years. SC 


Golden Kingdom 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
Brian Perkins’ drama Golden Kingdom is 
one of a handful of films being released 
this week which explore the tensions be- 
tween religious and secular lives. Four 
young boys, orphans or otherwise, are 
studying to be monks in a Buddhist 
monastery deep in the mountains of 
Myanmar. Their contact with the outside 
world is limited to the extent their suste- 
nance-level meals are delivered by hand 
daily from a local farmer, while their lives 
are devoted to their rituals, with only oc- 
casional bits of time allotted to pil- 
low-fights and other such childish 
pursuits. When their abbot (U Zaw Ti 
Ka) is called to travel to the state capital 
on foot through an encroaching war 
zone, he leaves Ko Yin Witazara (Shine 
Htet Zaw, the only member of the young 
cast who isn’t an apprentice monk in real 
life) in charge as the boys fend for them- 
selves. This proves more difficult when 
the farmer stops delivering their food, 
and they sense hungry ghosts in the 
woods, while Witazara begins to ques- 
tion why he’s there, and where his 
mother is. Like the concurrent documen- 
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tary Gurukulam, the picture is less about 
its story than creating a sense of place. 
It’s aided by one of the most immersive 
soundscapes since The Revenant, and 
Golden Kingdom’s world is only slightly 
less dangerous. SC 


Tikkun 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Alamo 
Drafthouse New Mission. 
David Lynch once described Erasherhead 
as “a dream of dark and troubling 
things.” Avishai Sivan’s Tikkun isn’t quite 
as surreal, but it’s dark, troubling, often 
follows dream logic (not just when the 
characters are dreaming), and is also 
shot in glorious black and white. Haim- 
Aaron (Aharon Traitel) is a young Ortho- 
dox scholar in Jerusalem who feels 
restricted by the rigors of his faith, but 
cannot express it. During a self-imposed 
fast, Haim-Aaron accidentally conks his 
head and is declared legally deceased for 
a Talmudically-significant 40 minutes. 
His kosher-butcher father (Khalifa Na- 
tour) revives him after the paramedics 
could not, but Haim-Aaron finds himself 
more troubled by his sheltered Hasidic 
life than ever, while his father struggles 
with the notion that, by having for all in- 
tents and purposes resurrected his son, 
he went against G-d’s will. The spellbind- 
ing Tikkun is equal parts profane and af- 
fecting as Haim-Aaron straddles the 
lines between religion and secularity, life 
and death, and what he’s allowed to do 
and what he wants to do — including 
some infractions which are minor in the 
scheme of things, and one which could 
well get Tikkun banned in some munici- 
palities. While resonant of past survivor 
stories like Crash and Fearless, to com- 
pare Tikkun to other films is not to take 
away from its own haunting, unnerving 


brilliance. SC 


Frameline 40 
Opens Thursday at the Castro, Roxie 
Theater, and Victoria Theatre. 
Forty may or may not be the new 30, but 
the queertastic Frameline Film Festival 
retains its vim and vigor as it reaches the 
four-decade mark. Among this year’s 


highlights is Dominic Rodriguez’s Spirit 
of Slamdance award-winning documen- 
tary Fursonas, a look inside the Furry 
subculture through the lens of Pitts- 
burgh’s annual Anthrocon convention, 
which is bigger — but not necessarily 
better! — than the Bay Area's own Fur- 
ther Confusion. Fursonas also manages 
to consider the way the media ridicules 
the fandom without doing the same in 
the process. Meanwhile, Julio Hernan- 
dez Cordén’s drama I Promise You Anar- 
chy follows two teenage boys in Mexico 
City who sell their blood on the black 
market. Culled from Vito Russo’s book, 
Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Friedman’s 
1995 The Celluloid Closet is one of the 
best film history documentaries ever 
made, queer or otherwise, and accompa- 
nying Closet as well as being shown in the 
Flashback 1977 program is Lauretta Mo- 
litor’s short “Zeitgeist 1977: The First 
Festival,” which looks back on Frame- 
line’s precursor, the “Gay Film Festival of 
Super-8 Films.” Also revisiting the 
post-Watergate era is Jonathan Wysoc- 
ki’s video essay “A Doll's Eyes,” presented 
as part of the Up Close & Personal shorts 
program, in which Wysocki considers the 
impact watching Jaws on VHS as a child 
had on his eventual coming out. SC

Like a Rock 


Basalt in downtown Napa takes some risks, not all of which don't pay off (yet).

Of all the rocks that emerge 
from volcanic eruptions, basalt might be 
the least sexy. Granite is crucial to monu- 
mental architecture, pumice is like a calci- 
fied kitchen sponge good for exfoliating, 
and glassy black obsidian is mesmerizing 
(especially when it has bubbles or irides- 
cent flecks trapped inside). The occasional 
hexagonal columns notwithstanding, ba- 
salt is more of a workhorse: always solid, 
always gray. 

[kept thinking about that igneous 
metaphor as [ ate at Basalt, Esteban 
Escobar’s humongous California 
restaurant that replaced Fish Story in 
downtown Napa. The reference probably 
wasn't meant to convey urbane sophisti- 
cation, but it seemed more literal to me: 
This 200-seat restaurant arrived with 
the force of a pyroclastic cloud, but the 
net result is a little on the bland side. 
Like basalt. 

Some risks paid off, but a lot of oth- 
ers didn’t. Among the starters, I was gid- 
dy to try the duck flautas ($12), which 
sounded like an elevated version of a 
fried classic — fried duck? Yes, please 
— but the meat-to-shell ratio was com- 
pletely off. There was hardly any duck, 
and the flautas were overdone, if not 
stale to start with. Much better was the 
artfully served avocado crab salad ($17), 
a brilliantly dressed-up guacamole with 
a hefty portion of crab. On paper, the 
individual ingredients might not sound 
like a great idea — mascarpone and 
almonds, in particular — but trust me, 
they merge gloriously without feeling 
excessively rich. Heartier than the crab 
salad, the most compelling appetizer 
was the Monterey squid ($15). Stuffed 
with summer squash and oozing black 
mole, it plays off the idea of cooking 
squid in its own ink by getting even 
more baroque, and yields a deep, smoky 
dish with the right amount of heat. 

A little bowl of radishes in anchovy 
butter ($7) seemed like an easy one, but 
it confused me right off the bat. With- 
out bread, approximately 80 percent of 
it was left after we ate the radishes. And 
you have to be a little careful with it: 
Two of the four people at the table as- 
sumed it was hummus or some kind of 
spread, and got a big mouthful of butter 
to coat their palate at the beginning of 
the meal. The bowl of chorizo and clams 
with toasted noodles and lime ($16) ably 
drew from Thailand and Spain in equal 
proportions, but as with the radishes, I 
felt like the best part went to waste. For 
want of a hunk of bread, we waved bye- 
bye to that bowl of broth. 

The entrees — chicken, quail, duck, 





and cod — were, without fail, nicely pre- 
sented, well-prepared, and reasonably 
priced. They were also weirdly alike in 
flavor, as if forbidden to leave the kitch- 
en without a dose of some proprietary, 
red-pepper-heavy blend of seasonings. 
(Why didn’t we order any beef? Well, 
for a restaurant in the heart of Cabernet 
Land, there’s somehow only one steak 
dish, a $75 bone-in ribeye that isn’t 
something everyone’s

A $13 drink that eschews 
its namesake barware to skimp out on 
booze is kind of an insult, even though I 
acknowledge the knotty logic of saying a 
bar should serve a bad drink in a bigger 
size.) The Hotel Nacional (Dutch rum, 
pineapple, lime, and apricot, $13) was 
serviceable, if predictable, but the sim- 
pler London gin and celery soda highball 
($10) was on the money, a summery, 
rounded drink that whetted the appe-

tite. Roses Are Free ($13) was by far the 
most creative of the lot, a perfumy mix 
of reposado tequila, dry Curacao, and 
aperitif rosso with a kiss of anise hys- 
sop. It was citrusy and slightly aromatic, 
without that fermented-rose-petal qual- 
ity you sometimes get in drinks made 
with stronger liqueurs like Campari. 

Napa being touristy, it wasn’t totally 
surprising to see the restaurant on the 
quiet side on a balmy Sunday evening, 
when most out-of-towners are shouting 
themselves hoarse at the ill-timed traffic 
lights in American Canyon. But it wasn’t 
so much quiet as eerily empty, like a 
cathedral on a Tuesday morning when 
there aren’t any funerals. My guess is 
that Basalt hopes to capture the massive 
crowds that flood Wine Country during 
the peak season, gambling — more or 
less — that its fattened coffers will keep 
the lights on during leaner periods, but 
that feels like a big risk. (I know I’m not 
alone finding dining in a very large, very 
empty restaurant to be an unnerving 
experience, all things being equal.) Con- 
sidering that the white-tile-reclaimed- 
wood-and-metal-chairs aesthetic has 
been done before, it’s the patio over- 
looking the Napa River that’s the real 
draw. But that’s a lot of weight for this 
restaurant in its current incarnation to 
bear up.

Negroni Week 
Recap: One 
Swiller'’s Search 
for Copacetic 
Campari

If charity isn’t a good reason for 
drinking, then what is? 

Last week, more than 6,000 drink- 
ing establishments in more than 44 
countries took part in the third annual 
Negroni Week, dreaming up riffs on 
the classic three-ingredient cocktail of 
Campari, gin and vermouth, and des- 
ignating proceeds to favorite charities 
(from food banks to pet adoption). 
With an additional $10,000 promised 
to the top fundraiser, the stakes were 
high for competitive cocktails. 

While I was more than happy to cel- 
ebrate a week of charitable inebriation 
— especially one that reaches as far as 
Nigeria, Poland, Australia and India — 
I shamefully admit that I truly dislike 
Campari. The last time I was in Italy, I 
herded my boyfriend into an osteria, 
made him order an Aperol spritz and a 
Negroni, and proceeded to detest them 
both. 

Years later, I was working for a mag- 
azine that had little in its liquor cabi- 
net aside from Aperol, Campari and far 
too much tonic water. Again, I thought 
I would try these Italian traditions, 
and again | was terribly disappointed. 
(I'm also not the greatest mixologist, 
so there’s that.) 

Last week I thought I would try 
once more, with the naive belief that 
any flavor can be masked or mellowed 
with enough mixers and panache. So, 

I put on the dedicated Negroni Week 
Pandora station and went out to con- 
quer my Campari aversion. 

A week of Negronis introduced me 
to some innovative options — Negroni 
floats, Negroni fruit bowls, Negroni

punch infused with fruit peels and oleo 
saccharum — but even creative con- 
coctions like Cafe Du Nord’s refreshing 
Mr. Jones and Me, made with coconut 
water and “secret spices,” didn’t mask 
the tart tannic pucker of Campari, which 
was probably meant to be celebrated, not 
avoided. 

When in doubt, lean toward dessert. 

Playing the bitter sweetness of 
chocolate against the bitter tartness of 
Campari seems a fairly natural notion 
and was something I saw throughout the 
week, most notably during Saturday’s 
sold-out screening of at the Alamo 
Drafthouse, where I sampled a malted 
chocolate Negroni made with Campari, 
vermouth, créme de menthe, Dandelion 
chocolate, malt, sea salt and Strauss ice 
cream. Served in a daiquiri glass with 
a thick blue straw, the drink was more 
soda shop than cocktail, but even choco- 
late and cream could not mask the bitter 
undertones I'd been failing to appreciate. 

During a Sunday brunch at ABV, I 
made one last effort with the Lambor- 
groni, the luxury vehicle of the Negroni 
world, made with Campari, Old Raj 110 
proof gin, and Matthiasson Napa Valley 
Sweet Vermouth. It was beautiful, truly, 
but still too bitter to be something I 
could swill with a smile. 

Delving into Campari-infused food 
items was a choice I probably should 
have made sooner. ABV’s Negroni pe- 
tit fours — which consist of Campari 
mousse layered on gin and vanilla cook- 
ies, drizzled with sweet vermouth cara- 
mel and garnished with candied orange 
peel — were like little cheesecake bites of 
Campari and easy on the tastebuds if not 
on the waistline. Maybe, I thought, this 
was my answer. Maybe Campari wasn’t 
made for me to drink. 

But it was the Sbagliato (“messed up” 
or “mistaken” in Italian), that really won 
me over. Legendarily the result of a busy 
bartender mistakenly using sparkling 
wine instead of gin in a Negroni, this 
simple spritz of Campari, sweet ver- 
mouth, and sparkling wine balanced per- 
fectly for me, with the acidic sweetness 
of the wine all but canceling the tartness 
while still providing that beautiful pink 
color. I have found my Campari savior, 
and it is the Sbagliato. > p35

Sababa: 120 
Permutations of 
Middle Eastern 
Goodness

Only a few weeks after the debut 
of its truly great Mexican restaurant, Fé- 
nix, the Mercer Restaurant Group has 
opened a quieter, less ambitious, but no 
less delicious lunch spot in the Financial 
District: Sababa. While nominally a Middle 
Eastern restaurant, it might be more accu- 
rate to describe the various dishes as 
“pan-Jewish diaspora.” Although you 
won't find bailies or celery soda, there are 
things like sabik (eggplant and a 300-min- 
ute egg) and an Israeli salad with chopped 
tomato, cucumber, and onion. 

Here, you choose your protein, your 
base, and two out of five salads, making 
for 120 possible combinations even be- 
fore adding on items like avocados, feta, 
or roasted peppers. My visit became one 
of those lunches where, since I knew I'd 
be eating healthfully, I figured I'd just go 
way, way overboard and assemble the 
biggest and most nutritious monstrosity 
I could. (If you object that that’s foolish 
in caloric terms, you're too late; I already 
put my fingers in my ears and scrunched 
my eyes closed.) In any case, if you don’t 
object to spending $19.94 on lunch, this 
is the place to do it. 

I got a sabik bowl with roasted cau- 
liflower and quinoa tabouli, along with 
a frozen mint “limonana” (which tasted 
like a fancy version of a Slush Puppy, and 
didn’t dye my tongue). After looking at 
the bowl, the tug of the pita felt irresist- 
ible, so I threw one on for an extra dollar. 
(Good move.) It’s a deep pile of vegeta- 
bles, the minty quinoa balancing out the 
savory, nutty cauliflower under the guid- 
ance of an egg that — had the yolk not 
been cooked through — would not have 
been out of place in a bowl of creamy ra- 
men. I love halal street food for its rough 
edges and borderline angry flavors, but 
this was food that would never lose its 
temper. Maybe because there were pick- 
les in lieu of hot sauce, I don’t know. 

There are only 14 seats inside, and 
Sababa is only open from 11 a.m. until 
3 p.m. In other words, all signs point to 
long lines developing before long. So get 
cracking on working your way through 
those 120 permutations soon, and start 
with the egg.

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Ping Flood

Since my straight younger 

brother was game enough to hang out at the 
Eagle beer bust with me when he visited San 
Francisco, I thought I would repay him witha 
night at SPiN, the ping-pong lounge in SoMa 
that opened last month. 

Our father is freakishly good at table 
tennis and I don't think either of us has 
ever beaten the old man no matter how 
drunk he got at our neighborhood block 
party, so there was a phantom Oedipal 
quotient that’s probably best left un- 
probed, but it was as fun a nightcap as 
[ve had in a while. We brought two of 
his friends, one of whom used to teach 
ping-pong — and his father played for 
the Afghani national team in the 1984 
Olympics — so we were well-suited to an 
evening of alcohol-fueled overconfidence 
in our backspins, doubles-style. The four 
of us got in a few good volleys, which is 
really the point when you're not itching to 
destroy the opposition. 

Almost the size of a bowling alley — 
and it does resemble the feel of lanes that 
have opened in the 21st century — SPiN 
has a full kitchen churning out chichar- 
rones ($10), njuda ragu flatbread ($16), 
truffle fries ($7), and seasonal flavors of 
cotton candy ($6), plus there’s a full bar. 
The chain hails from New York, although 
there are locations in Chicago and other 
cities, and actor-activist Susan Sarandon is 
one of the movers and shakers behind this 
“ping-pong social club.” 

But just as Sarandon’s been feeling 
the Bern, it’s pretty easy to feel scorched 
by the prices at SPiN, where a table costs 
$29.00 for half an hour — at peak time, at 
least, but apparently 11 p.m. on a Tuesday 
counts as peak. (The website says that only 
5-10 p.m. on weeknights counts as peak 
time, which means our hour of play should 
have cost only $19, but receipts don't fib.) 
So you quickly get the feeling that, even 
though the leanest, scrappiest startup 
probably has a ping-pong table, this place 
is designed with tech-industry corporate 
events in mind. Indeed, last week alone, 
SPiN closed at 5 p.m. for private par- 
ties — twice. There’s a slickness to SPiN, 
which brags about being carbon-neutral, 
supposedly cost more than $5 million to 
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open, and looks like a Mr. Brainwash art 
opening. Conspicuous branding and a 
prominent DJ station are to be expected, 
although when I asked if the Bowie and 
Prince wheat-pastes were coincidental or 
an homage to recently fallen heroes, the 
staff didn’t seem to know. One wall has 
ironic agitprop, another street art of a 
blazer-clad Stormtrooper talking to Darth 
Vader in a skinny black tie. There are suc- 
culents. 

The cocktail I drank was pretty good, 
though. Although there were five bottled 
cocktails — mostly variations on Man- 
hattans and Pimm’s Cups — I ordereda 
Salt Lick Susan, an appealing combo of 
Montelobos mezcal, Cosa Nostra shrub, 
pineapple, lime juice, and Hawaiian black 
sea salt. Just don’t get the Backspins Nos. 
1 through 3 (which are bottled cocktails) 
confused with the Top Spins (which are 
specialty cocktails, and also numbered 
one through three). If you'd rather loosen 
your shoulder blades with something a 
little more sessionable, there’s Duvel, Tank 
7 Saison, and 21st Amendment in a can, 
along with one specimen from each of sev- 
en wine varietals. 

Absolute cost notwithstanding, you do 
get a fair amount for your money. Even 
at midnight on a sleepy weekday, SPiN 
has a staffer combing the floor, picking 
up errant balls in a netted device like a 
human Roomba so that you don't have 
to jog across the room to retrieve them. 
And they're not killjoys about time, either: 
Someone comes by holding a 10-minute 
warning placard, and when it’s time to 
put the paddles down, they’re pretty le- 
nient about letting you wrap it up (when 
the place is empty, anyway). There's also 
an irresistible tub of balls that you're 
encouraged to take a picture of yourself 
fake-drowning in, ballpit-style, via an 
in-house camera that emails them to you 
(and the use of which is free). 

I tend to roll my eyes at people who 
get vexed by gratuities — unless someone 
physically lit you on fire, leave 20 percent; 
it’s not that complicated — but I admit 
that SPiN is more awkward than most. 

Do you tip on top of the table rental along 
with your drinks? If so, two beers, a cider, 
a cocktail, and that half hour come to $84. 
Hardly a full night out, that. Ultimately, 
this is one of those places that’s a ton 
of fun when you're not the one paying. 
Because the cost of SPiN leaves one’s head 
spinning.

‘THAT LAID-BACK VIBE REFLECTS IN THE MUSIC AND THE WAY WE ARE’ 





Slightly Stoopid

Slightly Stoopid spent its first 
decade on the road. The San Diego 
rock-reggae fusion band averaged about 
200 shows a year, racking up 300,000 
miles on anumber of vans’ odometers, 
co-frontman Miles Doughty says. 

“We'd make just enough money to 
put in the gas tank and then maybe 
get some Taco Bell,” Doughty says. 
“We were grinding and playing show 
to show.” 

Though the band still tours regu- 
larly — now playing about 100 shows 
a year — the days of squishing into 
vans and sleeping sitting up or on top 
of amps are long over. They now ride 
in buses — “When you get into a tour 
bus, you kind of feel like you’ve made 
it,” Doughty says — headline festivals, 
and hang out with musicians like the 
Grateful Dead’s Bob Weir at his studio 
in Marin. 

Doughty and Kyle McDonald, 
Slightly Stoopid’s other singer, guitar- 
ist, and bassist, formed the band in 
1994 while they were students at Point 
Loma High School in San Diego. Along 
with another friend on drums, the 
trio played house parties that would

inevitably culminate in mosh pits or, 
Doughty says, “shit getting torn up at 
people’s houses, and then the party 
would be over.” 

Listen to the band now — with its 
laid-back, rock-reggae beach vibe and 
hints of ska, funk, and folk — and 
you might wonder why their early 
shows were so raucous and violent. 
The answer is simple: They started off 
as punks. Their 1996 self-titled first 
album is rife with maniacal drumming, 
fast-paced chords, and harmonies of 
Doughty’s and McDonald’s combined 
yelling. 

But then Sublime intervened. The 
Long Beach ska band released two 
albums — Robbin’ the Hood (1994) and 
Sublime (1996) — while Doughty and 
McDonald were still in high school, 
and shifted the boys’ musical palettes 
from punk-rock to rock-reggae fusion. 

“There wasn't really any other band 
doing that sound,” Doughty says, “and 
they were a big influence for us.” 

By chance, the pair met Sublime 
frontman Bradley Nowell, who invited 
them to play a show in Long Beach 
and signed Slightly Stoopid to his 
label, Skunk Records, before his 1996 
death from a heroin overdose in San 
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Francisco. 

By the time the band released its 
sophomore album, The Longest Barrel 
Ride, in 1998, they’d transitioned from 
frenzied, angsty punk kids to a chilled- 
out rock-reggae outfit helmed by surf- 
ers and stoners. 

Six albums and 20 years later, 
Slightly Stoopid is still the same band, 
albeit with a few additions. What start- 
ed as a trio is now an octet, with horns 
as the most recent installment to the 
lineup. All eight musicians have now 
been in the band for a decade, which 
means that they’ve experienced a num- 
ber of life events together — namely, 
fatherhood. 

“Everyone in the band is a dad,” 
Doughty says, laughing. “But that hap- 
pens when you're together for so long.” 

Despite being a band of dads, 
Slightly Stoopid has managed to 
preserve its cachet of cool among the 
younger crowds. In 2014, the band 
made its second album available for 
free download during the holidays, 
and it has participated in more than a 
few Reddit AMAs (Ask Me Anything), 
answering questions from fans like, 

“If you had to be trapped in a TV show 
for a month, which show would you 
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choose?” and “Do yall just get free 
bud? Or do y’all actually have to pay 
for it?” (A number of members on Red- 
dit also claimed to have smoked weed 
with Slightly Stoopid at various points 
in its career.) 

But perhaps the biggest reason why 
the band resonates with fans, Doughty 
says, is because it packages the So Cal 
lifestyle in its music and aesthetic. 

“When you see us on stage, it’s not 
like we went out and were like, ‘I’m go- 
ing to get real dressed up for the show.’ 
It’s like, ‘I’ve got a T-shirt on, shorts, 

a pair of Vans, and a hat,’” he says. 
“That’s what it is: We are just regular 
cats. We grew up surfing, skating, and 
chilling at the beach every day, and I 
think that laid-back vibe reflects in the 
music and the way we are.”

Never Been Satistied 


Kevin Barnes

It’s been over a year since 

Of Montreal released its last album, Au- 
reate Gloom, but leadman Kevin Barnes 
isn’t much for taking time off. 

When he’s not relentlessly touring 
with the indie quintet or releasing 
albums — he’s put out roughly one al- 
bum every year and a half for the past 
19 years — he’s booking solo shows, 
such as his upcoming gig at Swedish 
American Hall on June 21. 

Speaking by phone from his home 
in Athens, Ga., the 42-year-old Barnes 
shares right away that a new Of Mon- 
treal record, Innocence Reaches, is due 
in August. He also explains that his 
upcoming solo shows in San Francisco 
and New York City were booked be- 
cause they fit in between the dates the 
band is playing shows in Canada and 
shooting a music video in New York. 
Free time appears to be the enemy for 
Barnes. 

The singer is laid-back but careful 
with his words, a marked departure 
from the shirtless, glitter-bombed mu- 
sician who has been known to perform 
on stage riding a live horse. 

“It’s definitely a different side of me 
as an artist,” says Barnes of his solo 
shows. “It’s more intimate, and all of 
the carnival aspects of it are stripped 
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away. I love the [Federico] Fellini-es- 
que psychedelic experience of the live 
show, but it makes me feel more vul- 
nerable to be on stage by myself.” 

Of Montreal started in the late 
90s as part of the legendary Elephant 
6 Recording Company, a group of 
musicians that included Neutral Milk 
Hotel, Elf Power, The Apples in Stereo, 
and San Francisco’s own Beulah. These 
indie rock acts all shared an affinity 
for 1960s pop music and frequently 
collaborated on each other’s releases. 
However, Barnes ultimately decided Of 
Montreal needed to find a new sound 
and break from the aesthetic that char- 
acterized Elephant 6. 

Over the years, Barnes has tried a 
number of tactics to shake things up. 
There have been more than a few genre 
changes for Of Montreal, which began 
in indie rock, switched to electronic, 
evolved into glam-rock, and more re- 
cently, transitioned to prog-rock. 

For the band’s 2010 record, False 
Priest, instead of producing it himself 
as he had the previous nine albums, 
Barnes decided to bring in producer 
and composer Jon Brion. Barnes says 
he felt intimidated by Brion during the 
three months they worked together 
at Los Angeles’ legendary Ocean Way 
Recording — “I felt so inferior because 
I’m just not as good at anything,” he 
says. “He’s so much better at every- 








thing” — but in the end, he learned a 
lot about the art of assembling an al- 
bum, from framing a mix to visualizing 
things in a way that gave more space 
for each instrument. 

“Thad this style of just throwing 
everything at the wall and just leaving 
it there,” he says. “It was like an educa- 
tion really.” 

In the spring of 2013, while work- 
ing on Of Montreal’s twelfth album, 
Lousy with Sylvanbriar, Barnes again 
made the choice to reject the com- 
fortable and start fresh. He placed 
himself in what the album’s liner notes 
describe as a “self-imposed isolation 
experiment, renting an apartment 
for three weeks in San Francisco near 
Valencia Street. 

Not knowing many people in the 
area, Barnes spent his time reading 
books, writing songs and poetry, and 
walking around the city. Given that Of 
Montreal has always touched on psy- 
chedelic elements in its music and per- 
formances, it’s little surprise that San 
Francisco’s bygone days of flower chil- 
dren held immense appeal to Barnes. 

“Td always romanticized San Fran- 
cisco and what it meant as far as the 
[counterculture] revolution that hap- 
pened in the 1960s,” he says. “Thinking 
about that time period has always been 
an inspiring thing for me. When you 
go to these cities decades after that 
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moment in time, it’s not the same, 
obviously. But if you use your imagi- 
nation, you can almost go back in time 
and try to imagine what the vibe was 
like back then.” 

While Barnes may be one to dwell 
in the past, he is also willing to look 
towards the future. He says he’d be 
happy to have another 13 records to 
his name 20 years from now. 

“I don’t carry the weight of the oth- 
er records. That’s the great thing about 
music: It’s limitless and it’s endlessly 
fulfilling and frustrating.” 

He may be up to the challenge, but 
Of Montreal’s frontman makes it clear 
that making music and being satiated 
should not be confused as synonymous 
endeavours. 

“T don't really strive towards bal- 
ance or equanimity,’ Barnes says. “I’m 
happy when I’m feeling wild inside. 
One of the big things that motivates 
me is imbalance and frustration. I 
want to keep working, so I don’t want 
to be happy.”

Clued-in techno heads have likely 


noticed some uncommonly exciting music 
coming out of Seattle in the last several years. 
The evergreen capital of the Pacific North- 
west isn’t generally considered a hub for un- 
derground techno music (with the exception 
of Decibel Festival, which ended its tenure in 
the city last year after a decade-long run), but 
things are changing, as several groups of tal- 
ented, committed producers, artists, and DJs 
rewrite the narrative. 


OTHER WORTHY PARTIES THIS WEEK 


BREAD presents Neana and Bleaker at 
Mighty, 9 p.m.-3 a.m. Thursday, June 16. 
$10-$15; mightysf.club 

BREAD's latest features the San Francisco 
debuts of two genre-flattening weirdos, 
Neana and Bleaker, associated with 

two critical “post-everything” record 
labels, Night Slugs and Unknown To The 
Unknown, respectively. These labels (and 
artists) could exist only in the internet 
generation: They begin with a certain 
genre (grime; R&B; U.K. garage; house; 
B-more club) and then twist it at the 
roots until it becomes something else 
altogether. The result is exhilarating 
dance music that feels particularly 
future-minded.

Sure, trip-hop may be a relic, but it 
came at a crucial juncture as hip-hop 
and electronic music cross-pollinated, 
resulting in some of the most potent music 
of the 1990s. Nightmares On Wax is one 
of the genre's essential artists. Here, he 
presents a DJ set of stoned downtempo 
grooves from throughout the decades. 


Well Nourished Rhythms featuring 
Jasmine Infiniti at The Rock Steady

Well Nourished Rhythms have been 
bringing the sound of underground 
house and global club music (think 
Baltimore, Jersey, and beyond) to 
Oakland for just under two years now. 
This Saturday, they move to a new 
location downtown at The Rock Steady 
and feature Jasmine Infiniti, a Bronx-to- 
the-Bay transplant who hails from NYC's 
vogue and ballroom house scene. Her 
selections are rooted in vogue’s clap- 
heavy sound, but extend outward from 
there, incorporating R&B edits and even 
noisier, industrial sounds. 
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Particularly notable are secondnature 
and MOTOR, two crews who throw par- 
ties, book marquee artists, nurture their 
own musicians and DJs, and in MO- 
TOR’s case, release their own records. 
Both have invigorated Seattle’s techno 
scene in different and complementary 
ways. One of MOTOR’s newest artists is 
IVVY, a Seattle techno producer whose 
just-released debut EP is a masterclass 
in murky minimal techno. He pairs 
hypnotic, psychedelic minimal techno 
grooves (think Sandwell District) with 
distinctly PNW-inspired organic sound 
design; it’s cosmic, heady stuff that will 
light up the dance floor. 

Friday marks IVVY’s San Francisco 
debut, with MNML:FUN residents sup- 
porting.

A fascinating new crop of artists have 
emerged as the DIY ethos that illuminates 
noise and punk and the transcendent 
dancefloor spirit of techno and dance 
have become increasingly common 
bedfellows. Appetite, the duo of Ciarra 
Black and Jane Chardiet (sister of 

fierce noise technician Pharmakon) and 
Cienfuegos, two rising artists from New 
York, encapsulate this dichotomy: They 
marry raw, uncompromising atmospherics 
with club-ready beats and rhythms. The 
Creatrix, a local live murky techno artist, 
will Support. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Black Interiors by Black Spirituals; Ratskin 
Records 

Black Spirituals are a force to be reckoned 
with. The Oakland-based duo (Zachary 
James Watkins and Marshall Trammell) craft 
a psychedelic vision of free improv music, 

in which guitars, synths, and drums collide 
with each other like particles in an atom 
smasher. 

Improvised music operates on an entirely 
different set of rules than “conventional” 
music; there are no hooks, no choruses, 
no verses, and oftentimes, no rhythm or 
melody. But in giving all this up, improvisers 
make available a new and unique kind of 
musical experience, in which they seem to 
interface directly with their instrument, 
and if performing with others, directly with 
them, too. 

My first encounter with Black Spirituals 
came when I saw them perform live at The 
Lab, opening for Oxbow. Their performance, 
some 40-odd minutes long, ebbed and 
flowed like a rushing river, with moments of 
brilliance interspersed with bouts of chaos. 

Black Interiors is different: Here, Watkins 
and Trammell perform solo works, on 
processed guitar and drums, respectively. 
Listening to this record is a remarkably 
different experience than watching them 
perform together; without the other

to push and pull against, their music is 
simultaneously less and more. 

Watkins’ four works are relentless and 
engaging, focused on grinding textures, with 
brief respite in “Mass,” a beautifully plaintive 
guitar loop lasting but two minutes. Tram- 
mell, meanwhile, unleashes a barrage on his 
drumkit, producing rhythmic patterns that 
float like bubbles in air and burst accordingly. 

Easy listening this is not, but there’s 
nothing else quite like it. 


Uncomfortable Skin by All Your Sisters; The 
Flenser 
When I recently interviewed All Your Sisters, 
a San Francisco post-punk duo, bandmember 
Mario Ruiz described their forthcoming 
record as “more visceral” than their first. 
After listening, I find myself in complete 
agreement: Uncomfortable Skin (released 
June 27 via SF label The Flenser) is a thrilling 
gut-punch of a record, a contemporary vision 
of vintage post-punk that is as catchy and 
memorable as it is moody and bleak. 

Uncomfortable Skin is one of those rare 
records that manages to make a familiar 
sound feel fresh and new again. All Your 
Sisters aren't reinventing the wheel — 
they operate firmly in the tradition of 
Joy Division, Gang of Four, and Bauhaus, 
among others. What they bring to the table 
is a serious knack for songwriting and pop 
hooks that will worm their way into your 
head and keep you coming back again and 
again. 

A couple things in particular separate 
All Your Sisters from the pack: Jordan 
Morrison's fantastic vocals and their 
brilliant use of drum machines. 
Morrison’s richly emotive baritone is 
tailor-made for post-punk, minimally 
processed for extra oomph. And while 
many similar bands use drum machines 
as either a crutch or a shortcut, it’s hard 
to imagine Uncomfortable Skin without its 
programmed drums; there’s a diverse set 
of rhythms throughout its 10 songs, and 
the drum samples used are pitch-perfect. 

For post-punk aficionados, 
Uncomfortable Skin is a must-listen. And 
for those new to the genre, you will find 
yourself converted.

Kamaiyah came around at just the right moment — and with just the right 
song, to boot. Oakland needed a female rapper, and the proletariat needed a 
working-class anthem about what it would feel like to be rich. The two con- 
verged in October of last year when the up-and-coming emcee, hailed as the 
“first lady” of Oakland’s The Big Money Gang, unveiled on YouTube the music 
video for her debut single, “How Does It Feel.” Less than a month later, the song 
was playing on radio stations nationwide. Even Pitchfork had picked up on it, 
calling it “pure ecstasy.” Since then, the monotone wordsmith has come out 
with a full-length debut album, A Good Night In The Ghetto, that showcases her 
penchant for rapping over laid-back, uncluttered jams, in which she ruminates 
about life, dating, growing old, and getting too high to drive. With songs like 
“Niggas, a droll, Lil’ Kim-esque argument for not wanting to be tied down as 
anyone's girlfriend, and “Out The Bottle,” an upbeat paean to imbibing — and, 
well, drinking straight from the bottle — Kamaiyah asserts herself as a 
grounded and relatable rapper. Maybe in the future she'll rap about Maseratis, 
but for now, she'll stick to what she’s got. Jessie Schiewe

There’s something special about stumbling upon a new and unknown artist 
who tickles your eardrums in just the right way. You feel lucky, even victorious, 
for having “discovered” them, and if and when you get the chance to see them 
live, it’s almost an otherworldly experience. Such is the case with Oakland 
singer Madeline Kenney, about whom I learned last year through Berkeley mu- 
sician Will Butler’s single, “Funny Dancers.” Rife with jangly guitars and groovy 
drums, it was Kenney’s crisp and piercing voice that caught my attention.

1996 was the year I became aware of Da Brat. Though the Chicago-born emcee 
had been rapping since 1991 and released her debut Funkdafied in 1994, she en- 
tered my world via her cameo in the Shaquille O’Neal genie comedy film Ka- 
zaam. In the next few years, the quick-spitting artist was increasingly on my 
radar as a featured rapper in R&B songs by Brandy and Mariah Carey — the two 
have been best friends for decades — and she even rapped with Beyoncé on 
Destiny’s Child’s ‘Jumpin’, Jumpin.” Things have been up and down for Da Brat 
since those halcyon days. In the past 20 years, she’s released one album, done 
features for the likes of Kelly Rowland, Jermaine Dupri, and Bow Wow, spent 
three years in prison (for reckless conduct), launched a short-lived web series, 
and stirred up beef with Nicki Minaj via Twitter. These days, she’s a cohost on 
the nationally-syndicated radio program The Rickey Smiley Morning Show. 
Brat may have never reached the same heights of fame as Missy Elliott, but one 
thing’s for sure: She made a whole lot of songs better by contributing raps.

In an age when irony and apathy are valuable musical currency, Twin Peaks’ no- 
holds-barred sincerity is as surprising as it is disarming. They still behave like 
the goofy high school friends they were when the band formed, making faces in 
press photos and writing rock songs that shamelessly reveal their early expo- 
sure to (and continued affection for) The Rolling Stones. Their third and most 
recent album, Down In Heaven, is their most cohesive work to date, drawing in- 
spiration from beer-fueled nights, breakups, and The Strokes in equal measure. 
But rather than mimicking Julian Casablancas’ post-9/11 fatalism, frontman 
Cadien Lake James’ lyrics reflect an unflinching, if cautious, optimism. How 
else do you explain the line, “I shook the thoughts of you from my head and in 
the shower started singing a tune” on the understated standout “Heavenly 
Showers?” With their straightforward, open-hearted garage rock, Twin Peaks 
might not fit in with our cynical modern world, but they’re enjoying themselves 
far too much to care.

I’ve been dating a nice guy for a month or so. Sex 
is good, and we’re faulty compatible in other ways, 
too. He told me he likes to wear diapers. He said he 
doesn t want me to do it with him, but that every once 
in a while he likes to wear them because it makes him 
feel “safe.” He said that this odd behavior isn t sexual 
for him, but I have trouble believing him. I’m not sure 
how I feel about this. He also said that it embarrasses 
him and he wishes it wasn t something he needed. If 
you have any insight into what to ask him or how to 
make sure I can keep him satisfied sexually as we move 
forward (if we do), it would be appreciated. 

DoI Ask Pooper Everything Respectfully, 
Sir? 


You shouldn’t assume (contra your sign-off) that 
Potential New Boyfriend (PNB) is pooping his dia- 
pers.

According to the Tumblr Blog Decoder Ring that 
came in my last box of Kellogg’s Feelios, CASH, 
you're bi-classic (attracted to men and women), bi-ro- 
mantic (could be with a man or a woman), a sort of 
demisexual/sapiosexual hybrid (demis are attracted to 
people they’ve bonded with emotionally, sapios are at- 
tracted to people who are intelligent, and vibrancy may 
fall at some point between the two), and maybe falling 
somewhere on the asexuality spectrum. The best way 
to discover who/what works for you is to get out there.

The 
Chicago Tribune reports that some residents are un- 
comfortable because the shop—which has no signage 
and soon-to-be-frosted windows—is near schools, 
parks, and other places where “children gather.” Mount 
Prospect is a suburb, so there are schools or parks near 
just about everything. And there’s a gun shop a couple 
blocks away from a large public park and an elementa- 
ry school—and no one ever walked into a school and 
started diapering students to death. Maybe worry about 
the real threat to your kids, Mount Prospect?
